CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., Apr. 7-8, 
1973 — The Sportsman Racing Assn. 
was about the first group to promote and 
popularize the Beginner-Novice Grand 
Prix style of racing. Their events staged 
at Riverside International Raceway were 
great successes. 

The SRA staged another first in 
promoting a 96-mile dirt and pavement 
two-day racing extravaganza within the 
city limits of California City, Cal. out in 
the Mojave Desert. In fact, the start area 
for the weekend’s four big races was 
right across from the Shakey’s Pizza. 
Camping near the pit area was allowed 
(in fact, encouraged) and the Cal City 
cops were firm yet courteous in 
handling a population of motorcycle 
racers, family pit crews and other 
hangers-on which was larger than the 
permanent population of the town 
itself. 

Saturday the lightweight Beginners 
and Novices ran in the morning and a 
special this-event-only Amateur/Expert 
class ran in the afternoon. The Sunday 
format had 250 Beginners and Novices 
and 500 Beginners and Novices sorted 
into the two races. Contrary to most 
Grand Prix formats, the SRA sent riders 
out from a 10 per row start for four 
24-mile loops. This was one way to try 
to include a variety of terrain but it 
unfortunately left spectators and pit 
crews with little to spectate except the 
start-finish straight. 

The course included about twenty 
percent pavement, both current and 
unused California City streets. The rest 
of the course was flat-out, high speed 
desert racing, virtually all of it except a 
few street corners were fourth and fifth 
gear on a 500 class bike. Somehow 
though, it proved very difficult as the 
laps wore on for most racers to cover the 
terrain rapidly. Even the Am/Ex winner 
took over two hours to finish the four 


long laps. Fire roads turned into alleys 


:of whoop-de-doos and downhills got 


rutted with large potholes that shook 
the suspension, 

There were two large dry lakes on the 
course that had been hard-packed speed 
flats for the little bikes but, by Sunday, 
were hub-deep silt that crested im waves 
over the boots of the 250 and 500 
Novices. 

Dust was bad and, believe it or not, it 
was a 96-mile race that was decided in 
the first 15 minutes. If you weren’t in 
the first twenty riders, the first lap was 
a duel with the dust and only X-ray 
vision allowed the next 300 riders to go 
fast without going on their heads. There 
was nothing really difficult about the 
course except for some blind drop-off 
gullies that cut through the edge of the 
dry lake, and the very high speeds on 
sand-covered pavement which produced 
some slide-outs and asphalt rash but no 
really serious injuries. Only the dust was 
really a problem and it wasn’t any hassle 
if you were out in front, 

Access to the pits was unlimited and, 
while it sounded like a friendly idea 
with no pit passes required, etc., crowd 
control got out of hand by the end of 
Saturday’s and into the beginning of 
Sunday’s racing. Little kids, foo-foo 
dogs with rhinestone collars, and 
families of curious passers-by wandered 
through and set up shop in the pits, 
often between the access road and the 
area to which pit crews were restricted. 
This lack of crowd control is what has 
killed otherwise successful Grands! Prix 
in the past and a better system of pit 
control must be devised, Interestingly 
enougn, the pit area looked more like it 
was for a motorcycle race rather than a 
grade school picnic by the running of 
the 500 class, the last race of the 
weekend. Crowds were less in evidence. 
Maybe a lot of the people had gone 
home.

laughed at the speeds of the desert and 
MX bikes on the long straights they 
wouldn't have believed the speed of the 
leaders over the dusty whoop-de-doos. 
If anybody wanted to get their jollies 
going fast this was the course and the 
race to do it. 

The Cal City Chamber of Commerce 
cooperated completely with the SRA 
while various civic groups, ladies 
auxiliaries and scout troops all prepared 
foed, maintained souvenir stands or 
helped with parking as the residents of 
the town seemed to take longhairs 
drinking beer and racing motorcycles on 
their streets in stride, if not with total 


approval ... 


Some of the residents even sat out in 
front of their houses on the small 


carefully maintained lawns watching the 
crazy motorcycle racers go buzzing past 
with a look of curiosity. It reminded me 
a little bit of Elsinore in the old days. 

Safety precautions, course patrol, 
ambulance service and radio netting 
were excellent as they usually are at 
SRA events. They are very concerned 
about racers getting banged up out on 
the course which makes the lapse in pit 
safety even more striking. 

As a fitting end to two days racing, 
the 500 Beginner-Novice event was won 
by a 44-year old Old Timer on his big 
bore CZ. There’s hope for all of us. 
Complete results will be printed as soon 
as they’re all figured out. I still wonder 
why I got the white flag twice, though.

BEST GRAND PRIX FINISH IN 
HISTORY BY AN AMERICAN 
RIDER 


SABADELL, SPAIN, April 8, 1973 —A 
week ago this publication was pleased to 
receive the news that American Brad 
Lackey had finished seventh in the 
French 500 Grand Prix. This week, the 
young Bultaco pilot from Yakima, 
Washington, USA changed the headlines 
of motorcycling. publications 
everywhere by taking a mind-stunning 
second overall in the opening round of 
the 250 motocross World Championship 
at the Spanish course near Sabadell. The 
Spanish Grand Prix was won by Hans 
Maisch, scion of the Maisch Bros. Black 
Forest Cycle Works, on one of the 
family products. Adolf Weil took third 
on another Maico, making the beginning 
of the 1973 motocross season a very 
happy one for the German brand with 
Wolsink’s win in the 500 class the prior 
week, 

“The Crazy One”, Hakan Andersson, 
berserked his factory Yamaha into 
fourth for the only placing by an 
Oriental MXer in the top five. Early

Lackey Seventh 500 in French GP 


TARARE, FRANCE, Apr. 1, 1973 — 
The opening round of the 500 class 
motocross World Championship season 
saw Bradley Lackey of Lafayette, 
California stay aboard his 450 Kawasaki 
to finish thirteenth and eighth in the 
two 45 minute motos. This gave him a 
seventh overall, three World 
Championship points, and the best 
finish ever by an American motocross 
rider in Grand Prix competition. 
Previous best finish had been by 
Maico-mounted Bryan Kenney with a 
tenth in last year's German Grand Prix. 
Normally, a seventh would not be 
headline news in most motocross events 
but this represents a significant step up 
for Americans competing in world 
motocross competition. 

Brad was running fifth in the first 
moto when he spun out on a corner. He 
worked his way back up to tenth when 
his throttle stuck open and he finished 
the moto by using the kill button to 
come in thirteenth. Swede Christer 
Hammargren won the first moto for 
Yamaha, 

DeCoster didn’t finish Moto One due 
to mechanicals and Ake Jonsson’s new 
Yamaha ride (fitted with Maico front 
forks) also broke, Roger DeCoster, 
current World 500 Champion, had 
previously identified the rocky Tarare 
course as the roughest on the European 
Grand Prix circuit. This was testified to 
by the fact that, for the first time on 
any course, one of the Daido rims on 
Brad’s Kawasaki was bent and dinged. 
(We have never before heard of these 
rims, as popularized on the XL-250 
Honda, to even get seriously scratched.) 

In the second moto, DeCoster got 
through the pack to hold the lead to the 
end over Ake Jonsson. This pair’s high 
finishes in the last moto netted them 
ninth and tenth overall, combined with

You go cow-trailing, you play at Observed Trials with ease, you mess around with your friends quietly ina mellow mood in the woods. 


by John Huetter with the able 
assistance of the Asst. Editor 
Most compromise motorcycles in this 
country are a compromise .street/trail 
bike or a compromise pavement 
tourer/racer. It is, when you think 
about it, a very radical approach to 
produce and market a compromise 
trials/enduro. motorcycle with the 
accent on the trials part. Take two 
specialties and borrow from each? 
Bultaco figured there was a market 
for this bike and boy, were they right. 
The 250 Alpina, when first introduced, 
was the hottest item the Cemoto guys 
had in the showroom in quite some 
time. The Alpina line of Bultacos was 
filled out competely this year with a 
125, a 175 and a 350 model. All the 





machines are basically identical except 
for engine size. 

What makes a Spanish bike with a 
heritage as refined as Observed Trials 
such a hit in this country? The main 
answer we could figure out was the 
"rideability" factor, combined with a 
feature a lot of the rideable Oriental 
machinery doesn't provide: handling. 

You'll probably want to increase the 
seat padding before taking on an 
enduro; it's really too hard and doesn't 
compare to the Matador Six Days for 
riding position. You probably are not 
going to ride an Alpina if you're an 
Expert or Master in trials. Bultaco 
makes a Sherpa T for that express 
purpose. But the Alpina is the machine 
to have to play around in the woods. 





You regain a sense of balance while moving forward, until the engine revs drop back down. 





The 175 size sounds about ideal. It 
should still offer the rider the challenge of 
getting all the available performance out 
of a small engine and, supposedly, offer 
a power advantage over the 125 
displacement, should you need it. What 
we discovered is that the 175 Alpina 
didn't have a lot of trail-picking type 
power. Frankly, we were a little 
disappointed. The vision of combination 
Pursang/Sherpa power characteristics 
was what we had in mind, but the.175cc 
displacement seemed to matter mainlv 
at high RPM, not down low. Powerband 
is OK for enduro riding, a little too high 
in the rev range for some trials sections. 
As a matter of fact, we found that the 
faster you went through a section, the 
more likely you were to clean it. The 
“ght weight and very forgiving handling 
reinforce the  charge-under-control 
appeal for riding in rugged areas. The 
engine will bog down on some hills 
unless you get a good fast run at them, 
contrary to a true trials engine which 
ideally should pick up and pull from a 
stop on even a fairly steep slope. 

The handling is slower than on a true 
trias machine and we counted this a 
definite plus for most riding 
applications. It never lashes back, even 
in cobby, confused terrain and, if not as 
precise, is easier to ride. Ground 
clearance is more than adequate but the 
bike never feels too heavy. The low-set 
serrated foot pegs are also neat items. 
Your feet won't slide off even when 
doing all sorts of strange contortions in 
and out of water. The only complaint 
about stand-up plonking and play riding 
is that the tucked-in muffler still 
manages to burn or brush against the 
inside of the right leg. The 175 Alpina is 
extremely comfortable and untiring to 
ride up on the pegs. 

Sitting down is another matter. The 
seat is too hard for any extended riding 
and the seating postion felt awkward to 
everybody who tried it. The bars got 
too far away, and feel to the pegs and 
movement of the bike through the legs 
was lost. An interesting note is that 
off-cambers, which it gobbled up under 
any circumstances, could be taken 
more positively by sitting down and 
getting weight over the rear wheel. 
Side-trailing on even steep os was 
just as natural as straight and level after 
a while, It will drift down a bank under 
complete control. 

The rear brake worked OK with good 
feel until it got wet. Then it wouldn’t 
stop the bike from rolling when on 
hard-packed ground. The serrated brake 
pedal is a nice-touch but you have to 
move your left foot to find it. The front 
brake never seemed to set up just right. 
It was either grabby, with atwitch to the 
bars, or adjusted back, didn’t work. You

had to reach out to get the shift lever 
but shifting was never a problem and a 
gear was never missed; good clutch 
action, too. 

The Betors in front are really fine 
units for the Alpina’s uses. They are soft 
without bottoming and provide nice, 
smooth action on compression and 
rebound that makes popping in and out 
of ditches head on a fun challenge. The 
Betor shocks at the rear are suitable for 
trials riding but bottom out at speed. 

Moving the bike around in tight 
quarters is really no problem and it 
would be ideal for low-speed woodsy 
enduros with lots of trees, rocks and 
off-cambers. The tank tucks away thinly 
between the knees. There are no 
protrusions to catch your body or 
terrain features (except the very wide, 
well-placed bars) and the front end gets 
light and mobile for semi-floating turns 
and rock-jumping when you give it a 
handful of throttle. The front wheel 
would come up with virtually no 
hesitation, but not very high unless you 
really got your weight back. 

In best Bultaco tradition, the gas cap 
leaked but (take note) the forks never 
did. Our test bike wasn’t fitted with the 
lighting kit so we don’t know how that 
works except that it isn’t street legal in 
most states. The speedo and resettable 
trip odometer did work, even bouncing 
around on its rubber webbing mount. 
Since the combined instrument is rear 
wheel-driven, its value in enduros is 
debatable. 

The Alpina is very waterproof.

the pegs, thereby proving your masterful coordination. You can bump over logs on the way out, 


Submerging right up to the carb and 
splashing along a river at a goodly rate 
of speed didn’t seem to affect it at all. 
The big alloy deep dish fenders don’t 
keep the rider very dry, though. A lot of 
slosh gets around the front one, 
especially. The holes in the bash plate 
let most of the glop drain back out 
when you resurface so you don't carry a 
couple of extra pounds of mud and 
water around with you. 

'The Alpina is plain old fun. You have 
to use all that the 175 engine has since 
14 HP at the crank just doesn't give you 
much margin for playing around but the 


handling and feel of the bike in 
low-speed riding is so 
confidence-inspiring and rewarding 
you'll want to have one for a play-bike. 
If Bultaco had seen fit to make it even 
passably street-legal, it would have to 
rate as the best buy in an intentional 
“compromise” bike that comes to mind, 

It’s a bit expensive for a 175 that 
you can’t justify as a transportation and 
play bike, but when you’re out riding it, 
in play or competition, you'll forget the 
cost and start trying to do a figure eight 
on that rocky hillside...without putting 
your feet down.

improve their image, etc. Today, most 
carriers are for *NFI", but you'd better 
check very closely on exactly what they 
have in mind when they use that name. 
You can be sure that they don't plan to 
lose any claims on the deal they're 
proposing. 

2. Insurance brokers and agents E 
Concerned only with protecting, and if 
possible expanding, their slice of the 
pie. They are all for any form of NFI 
that will swell their commissions, and 
they are unalterably opposed to any 
form of NFI that will put them out of 
business...as has happened in some 
jurisdictions. 

3. Insurance attorneys are a special 
case, for the proponents of NFI have 
been highly successful in painting them 
as greedy fee-grubbers who oppose NFI 
because it will put them out of business. 
Actually, the only thing that will change 
under NFI is that instead of hiring an 
attorney to sue somebody else's 
insurance carrier to collect your claim, 
you'll hire an attorney to sue “your 
own” insurance carrier in order to 
collect. The difficulty is that lawyers, 
by training and habit, are committed to 
the ideal of individual, case-by-case 
justice — even when it is slow and 
expensive — and instinctively despise 
the idea of squeezing everybody 
through an inflexible bureaucratic 
paper-mill. Thus, the attorneys will be 
for or against a particular NFI plan, 
depending on what provisions it makes 
for handling special, serious cases. 

4. Special interest groups among 
highway users will be for or against NFI 
depending on how they compare to the 
averages on which the NFI concept is 
essentially based. Users responsible for 
causing much injury to others, but who 
sustain little injury themselves, will gain 
from NFI. Users responsible for causing 
little injury to others, but who sustain 
much injury themselves, will lose under 
NFI. In other words, NFI will shift the 
costs of bodily injury from its 
perpetrators to its victims, Government 
agencies, trucking companies, bus and 
taxicab operators, and a host of other 
interest groups are right in there 
lobbying to make sure they come out 
ahead of the game if and when the 
insurance laws are changed. Of course, 
some groups of highway users are too 
dumb to speak up in their own behalf, 
e.g., motorcyclists, who will be so badly 
mauled by NFI that most will have to 
give up the sport bećause they won’t be 
able to afford the insurance costs, but 
most of whom, as usual, are sitting 
quietly on their thumbs and hoping for 
the best. 

5, Professional politicians will do 
whatever is most expedient to satisfy 
the cries for bread and circuses, which is 
what democracy is all about. The people 
do get what the people think they want, 
even if they regret it later on, and if 
enough people think that a wave of the 
NFI wand will eliminate all their present 
discomforts. with highway user 
insurance, then NFI we will get. 

So there you have the list of players 
in the insurance “reform” game. The 
question now is whether you have a 
game plan to prevent motorcyclists 
from being shut-out in the scramble to 
slice the insurance pie.

Letters get results, Well, lately good ol’

target of a letter-writing campaign that 
has caused us to reconsider a new 


editorial policy which seems to be 
unpopular.

Edition announced to correspondents 
and promoters that it would not be 
featuring “small-time” races anymore. 
Small-time races are those that nobody 
else is interested in reading about except 
the relatively small number of 
participants who regularly take part in 
them. 

It was not without soul-searching 
that I rendered this decision — seven 
years of meditation on the subject went 
into it. The facts are these: when CN 
first started, we promised that the racers 
could “rightfully expect to find their 
Sunday deeds recorded in Wednesday’s 
newspaper," Meanwhile, we've had to 
move our deadline to Monday to beat 
the postal slowdown, while Sunday's 
races have multiplied like fertile gerbils. 
So we added staff and pages and huge 
air transportation costs, to get the news 
in time to process it in time to print it 
in that week's paper. 

'This summer, I expect racing to go 
through another cell division and again 
double the number of events Cycle 
News should cover. Well, our presses can 
only print so many pages in a given 
time. A bigger staff doesn't always make 
a more efficient operation. And we can 
only raise the costs a little without 
having to go through another price 
increase, heaven forbid! 

Before, when faced with this 
decision, Cycle News simply dropped an 
entire category of coverage that the 
readers wouldn't seem to miss. That is 
how Cycle News got away from 
choppers, road riders, most trade news 
and shows. What we lost in readers, I 
feel that we made up for in service to 
the readership that is interested in new 
trends, sporting and professional 
competition, opinions, motorcycle 
politics and technical innovation. 

This time, it was like cutting off a 
piece of one's body. What could we let 
go? Figuring that the littlest races were 
like the littlest toes, they were elected 
to go. Word went out to the 
correspondents and promoters that they

Only Bryan Breker 
of the Open class was close and Floyd 
Burke, Jr. was able to spot him 
occasionally on the turns way out on 
the back side of the pasture. From then 
on Ray was playing games with the 
crowd, and finally took the last lap flag 
with a standing-on-the-seat wheelie for 
the spectators. Breker broke on the final 
lap. Topham finished with one-half inch 
of'gas in a V-tank built under the seat. 

Dave Kampling and his Bul also 
enjoyed a super win over the 250 
Beginners. Dave had such a gigantic lead 
that several thought he’d fallen and 
been lapped; that is, until the flag came 
out and he claimed his victory. 

The Sidehacks are always fun to 
watch, but this time they really had 
their work cut out for them — especially 
the Monkeys. With the terrain as it was, 
it took a lot of guts just to ride and of 
those entered, only five made it across 
the finish line. The front three sidehacks 
had their own dice game going, but the 
father and son team of Robert Sanner as 
Pilot and his son Charles on their 
Kawasaki entry had fans cheering them 
around the entire course and weren’t 
too disappointed when they finished 
third, 

Track manager Dale Tuebner had 
lined up a great finish for both days. 
This was the Team Race with two riders 
on one bike — each rider riding one lap 
and then changing each and every lap. 
There was a catch though — at the finish 
line in front of the grandstands before 
the riders could switch, they had to run 
up the steps, through the gate, and tag 
their partner, Fifteen teams entered 
Saturday and twenty-six entered 
Sunday.

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Bees’ Widowmaker Hillclimb

SALT LAKE CITY, UT., Mar. 25, 1973 
— Out West, there is a new legend: the 
legend of a hill that may never be 
climbed by a motorcycle. 

The hill is the 1,500-foot monster 
used by the Bees Motorcycle Club for 
their 10th Annual Widowmaker 
Hillclimb, which this year turned back 
443 challengers, 87 of them specialized 
hillclimbers from all over America. 

To stand at the base of the hill 
produces a unique feeling — it's like 
looking up at a huge ocean wave that is 
about to break over you. The hill, 
located a mile west of the old 600-foot 
Widowmaker that had never been 
climbed in any but the Exhibition class, 
it is sited on a unique ridge that juts out 
from the Wasatch Mountains, forming

the southern limit of the Salt Lake 
Valley. It sits on what was a huge lake 
during the end of the ice ages. The 
result is an even grade of 67 percent up 
to 1,000 feet, then it gets distinctly 
steeper towards the ridge crest, The soil 
is rocky, and impossibly loose when it's 
dry, but reluctent to form mud, except 
under the most severe conditions, 

Unfortunately, this year the 
conditions met all the criteria to 
produce mud because of 
record-breaking snowfalls. The hill itself 
still sat under as much as three feet of 
old, crusted snow, 

The Bees shoveled the snow off three 
lanes on the hill, down to bare earth. 
They did this 600 feet up the Expert 
hill, and 300 feet up the Amateur and 
Novice hills, no small task on a slope 
you can hardly stand on. Only one rider 
made it to unshoveled slope all day, on

The snow made conditions less than 
ideal, because the lanes were narrow, 
and the frozen earth turned to oozing 
mud. Two bumps, at about 70 and 130 
feet made it all the more difficult to 
stay in the lane. After the mud it was a 
steady pull to 300 feet, where sagebrush 
added to the difficulty of the Expert 
lane. 

High man on the hill was Neil 
Mackel, of California, who took a 
beautiful green 750 Triumph up 425 
feet in the Exhibition Class. Not far 
behind was another Californian, Lee 
Dugas on a 500 class Honda, with a 
climb of 408 feet; and Joe Thomas with 
403. 

For the benefit of the spectator's the 
sportsman event was suspended for a 
time to allow the Exhibition Class to 
run. The hill was at its best then, 
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Come on, Suzy, come to Daddy. 


because it had melted from its flint-hard 
surface early in the morning, while the 
mud hadn't gotten bad yet. 

The class went slowly, because the 
snow forced the riders to come back 
down the climbing lance, instcad of going 
off to one side for the descent. So when 
the Exhibition Class was done, the Bees 
were faced with the sun going down, 
and the 500 and Open Expert class yet 
to run. (There were 67 entries in the 
500 class alone). These two classes were 
able to take only one run at the hill, 
instead of the two that everyone else 
got.

(Last week, John Ulrich told of his 
meeting with the Governor of the Great 
State of California and was granted 
meetings with the people in charge of 
green stickies and automotive consumer 
protection.) 


After a lunch break, I blasted down 
to the Department of Motor Vehicles’ 
building on the other side of town. The 
headquarters is located in a converted 
discount department store building, and 
the remnants of a giant “A” still stand 
sentinal over the entrance. I had been 
warned to identify myself as soon as I 
entered the building, as security was 
quite tight. Thus I walked in the door 
marked “Employees Only” with helmet 
and press card in hand. They were 
expecting me, and as soon as they knew 
who I was I was led back through a 
maze of files and desks to the Off 
Highway Vehicle Section. Yes sir, when 
the , Governor's office makes 
appointments for you, the reception is 
always warm! 


THE GREEN STICKIE DEPT. 

The most obvious things in. the 
'Ugreen stickie department" are- the 
jumbo size Honda and Suzuki posters 
decorating the walls. Most of the posters 
are Honda, and apparently were sent to 
the section when it first started as a 
goodwill gesture. (Way to go, Honda!) 
The section then wrote. to other 
distributors requesting posters, and 
Suzuki responded, As Off Highway 
Vehicle Manager John Lind’ told me, 
“There’s no reason the place has to be 
drab.” 

The biggest question asked by the 
ORV enthusiasts who have registered so 
far, is, Where has the money gone?" 
When I asked Mr. Lind this question, he 
produced a computer printout of the 
program results as of March 1, 1973. On 
the sheet, 66,625 ORV's had been 
registered since July, 1972. Although it 
did not show on the sheet, the latest 
figures on that registration are 75,381 as 
of 1:30 PM March 20, 1973. For the 
sake-of discussion, Lind and I used the 
data presented on the printout sheet. 

Of the 66,625 ORV registered as of 
3-1-73, 57,870 were motorcycles. A 
total of $1,044,399 had been collected 
under the program. Of this, $327,130 
had gone to the DMV as service and 
administration fees, comprising one 
third, or $5 of each $15 registration fee. 


WHAT'S YOUR CITY DOING? 

Additionally, $262,672 collected as a 
$4 license fee added into the $15 fee 
had been apportioned out to every 
single city and county in California on 
the basis of population. Los Angeles 
County alone received over 1/3 of that 
money. As soon as I heard this, I knew I 
was going to pay city hall a little visit 

- when I got home. The local anti-bike 
city council in my town had a little bit 
of expenditure explaining to do to me! 
When Governor Reagan signed that bill, 
he meant for that money to be used to 
acquire off-road vehicle areas, Maybe 
you should look into how your city 
used that money, also. 

At any rate, back to the figures. The 
rest of the money raised under the green 
stickie program, some $393,830, had 
been turned over to the State 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 
for use in requiring land and helping 
local agencies do the same. Of that, a 
whopping $341,866 had come from 
motorcycle registrations under the 
program, It was very obvious that the 


motorcyclists were footing the major ` 


portion of the bill when it came to the 
off highway vehicle registration 
program. Mr. Lind agreed with 
Governor Reagan and Mr. Livingston 
that the program was still too new to 
expect any great evident results as of 
yet. Unfortunately I was not in a 
position to speak with the Director of 
the Department of Parks and Recreation 
at the time. It does not, however, 
appear that the Parks and Recreation 
people have spent any of that $393,830 
on the acquisition of new ORV areas. It 
would seem like a good idea for every 
literate person reading this article (that 
means all of you) to write to the 
Department of Parks and Recreation in 
Sacramento and suggest that they start 
doing what the Governor intended for 
them to do with that money. Even if it 
is a little early, a little prompting will 
surely not hurt. The address is PO Box 
2390, Sacramento, CA. 95811, and the 
Director is William Penn Mott, Jr. 
Speaking later about the short lived 
competition the DMV had received 
from the counterfeit green stickies sold 
for $2, Lind recounted that the man 
responsible for manufacturing them was 


now on six months probation, having 
been convicted of a felony. It is 
interesting to note that contrary to 
what many people may expect, the 
manager of the Off Highway 
Registration program is in no way “anti 
bike". He is a very friendly guy 
dedicated to doing his job, with no 
illusions about who are his biggest 
customers (motorcyclists), and.no snap 
judgments made after glancing at 
registration figures and estimates of the 
number of ORVs in California. “You 
must remember that we have no figures 
on how many people we pushed into 
registering their bikes for street use," he 
commented. 

After a few pictures of the file 
cabinet stuffed sections, I said goodbye 
to Lind and left with a handful of DMV 
literature. I was looking forward to 
meeting Bob Alexander of the Bureau 
of Automotive Repairs in his temporary 
headquarters near the Capitol, 


BUREAU OF AUTOMOTIVE 


REPAIRS 

I asked Mr. Alexander about the 
application of the Automotive Repair 
Act (which created the Bureau of 
Automotive Repairs with the 
Department of Consumer Affairs 
effective July 1, 1972) to the repair and 
servicing of motorcycles. “All of the 
laws you'll find in there relate 
specifically to motorcycles as. well as 
other passenger motor vehicles. If they 
are off-street bikes, they are exempt, as 
are racing bikes, But the run-of-the-mill 
motor you ride up and down the street, 


if it’s licensed for street use, then 
anybody who works on it has to comply 
with the act.” 

I was curious what the penalties for 
non-compliance were. “They can run up 
as high as a $1,000 fine and/or six 
months jail time. There can also be 
suspension or revocation of the license 
to do the work,” stated Alexander. I 
also learned that all licensed shops are 
required to post a large metal sign listing 
not only customer’s rights (customers 
are entitled to) a written estimate for 
repair work, a detailed invoice of work 
done and parts supplied, and return of 
replaced parts, if requested at the time a 
work order is placed, with the right to 
question the shop manager about the 
above, or to contact the Bureau) but 
also the toll free number of the Bureau 
of Automotive Repair complaint line. 
The Bureau has six toll-free lines with 
five humans and one machine answering 
the number posted on’ the signs which 
cost dealers six bucks each. After calling 
(800) 952-5210, irate victims get to 
explain the nature of their problem. 
Upon hearing the same story I had told 
Governor Reagan about my experience 
with the toll-free number, Alexander 
expressed his opinion; "That's great!" 
NOW IT'S WORKING FOR 
BIKES 


“It’s kind of coincidental with your 
popping in here at this time,’ ' continued 
the Bureau's head man, "because we're 
just beginning our push on motorcycle 
shops now, We've spent most of our 
effort trying to get after the other 
vehicle repair shops. Now we seem to

have those pretty well lined up, so we’re 
turning our attention to the motorcycle 
repair facilities. You’re going to be 
seeing more and more of this over the 
coming months. You can warn all the 
individuals in the industry that they’re 
about to meet the Bureau of 
Automotive Repairs.” With this, I could 
hardly wait! The day of reckoning was 
at hand. The bad would feel the wrath 
of the consumer movement, and the 
good would prosper! I hope they save a 
special investigation for the bandits who 
almost killed my Honda! 

The Act under which the Bureau was 
created does not cover over-the-counter 
parts sales. However, Alexander 
demonstrated the feelings of the Bureau 
towards protecting the consumer with 
his next comment. “We want to hear 
about all of them (complaints). We will 
make contact with them even though 
we don’t have specific jurisdiction, in an 
attempt to mediate the problem. 
Probably 60% of our work here 
amounts to mediation at one point or 
another, to get the consumer problem 
taken care of. We find that most repair 
facilities just do not want problems and 
are happy to take care of the consumer 
once we get into the act. Even if we

MOTORCYCLE MAINTE- 
NANCE: THE STATE OF THE 
ART 


by Pete Christie 

Have you found yourself in debt 
lately for an inferior shop repair or 
modification done on your bike? Were 
you ever unsure of work which you or a 
friend performed on your machine? 

It's unfortunate, but even though the 
motorcycle industry has made much 
technological progress in recent times, 
too many dealers, repair shops, and even 
home mechanics remain in the Dark 
Ages when it comes to maintenance. 
What and where can improvements be 
made? For one answer, let's look briefly 
at an industry where room for error is 
nil: aviation. 

All American aviation, be it private 
or commercial, is regulated by the 
Federal Aviation Administration, The 
F.A.A. is responsible for, among other 
items, the licensing of all mechanics, 

— technicians manufacturers, repair shops, 
and training schools. Each license holder 
can be assured to have many hours of 
detailed training, plus to have passed 
oral and practical examinations. On top 
of this, the mechanic or technician signs 
and submits his signature upon 
completion of each given task, for 
reasons of responsibility. 

There are dozens of maintenance 
fields which a trainee can choose from, 
and each is specialized; i.e. type “A” 
license holder cannot legally do type 
*B" license holder's work. For instance, 
a powerplant mechanic can't do 
sheet-metal work on an aircraft 
intended for flight, unless he also 
possesses a sheet-metal certification, and 
vice versa. 

Now, in the situation of motorcycles, 
some of these regulations are 
impractical and unnecessary, but 
consider the situation if a governing 
organization, such as our own American 
Motorcycle Association, enforced, 

-possibly on 'a voluntary acceptance 
basis, some standards which were 
applicable. 

How would you feel if you were 
positive that a repair or a modification 
done on your motorcycle was done 
right, and that the individuals handling 
your bike were actually qualified to do 
so? 

Many will claim that the motorcycle 
industry doesn’t need any of the above 
mentioned, but upon second inspection, 
several facts must be considered. First, 
as has been previously mentioned, we 
could indeed use some sort of change, at 
least maintenance-wise. 

Secondly, we owe it to ourselves as 
responsible motorcyclists. And thirdly, 
with the government showing more 
interest in the sport (be that good or 
bad), we had better begin displaying 
some orderly responsibility for 
motorcycling as a whole, that even 
Uncle Sam could admire. Maintaining 
our bikes is but one facet of the entire 
picture. 

The Motorcycle Industry Council 
and various cycle training schools are 
both steps in the right direction, but it 
mustn’t slow down there. Progress, as 
with everything else which affects you 
as a motorcyclist, begins with you. If 
you desire change, then you must 
demand it; no one else. 

We are witnessing improvement in 
many levels of motorcycling; let’s not 
forget one of the sport’s most necessary 
aspects — maintenance, 





don’t have the force of the law behind 
us in one specific incident, sometimes 
we can still help the consumer by the 
fact that we’re there.

DIRTY 

There has been much controversy 
and speculation centering on the topic 
of air pollution standards and 
motorcycles. When I asked Alexander 
about this, he told me of a new 
regulation in the works to require 
service establishments to tune vehicle 
engines with an engine exhaust analyzer. 
At this time, motorcycles are exempt. 
However, it. is just a matter of time 
before motorcycles are required to 
conform 
because, as

Tracy’s 
performance was even more spectacular 
when you consider Tracy has a wooden 
leg. 

Riders were divided into over 200cc 
and under 200cc classes, and the over 
200cc class had the horsepower and the 
advantage on most of the sections. Kay 
Walker on a DKW motocrosser won the 
under 200 class with a score of 16 
points followed by Duane Long on a 
Suzuki 185 with 19. 

The real eye-opener of the day 
however, was a California Master’s level 
trap that John Bourdean set up as an 
exhibition. The impression was that no 
one in his right mind would try to ride 
such a path. John, of course, cleaned 
the section on his second try, and Bob 
Brown did the same on his third. 

The SEMC is to be congratulated for 
doing an excellent job in setting up and 
running the event. Utah motorcycle fans 
are to be chastised for missing the 
chance to add a whole new dimension 
to their sport.

Christenson carded the 8.75 
second quarter mile before taking Joe 
Smith in a questionable “no show” at 
the line (Smith was warming up his tire 
when the starter gave T.C. the green), 
and before edging Sonny Raslawski’s 
Harley in the final. 

Sonny Routt saved his team’s day by 
taking Top Gas on the twin Trumpet 
after teammate Larry Welch’s chain 
stayed at the starting line during the 
Fuel elims. Routt’s top competition was 
Bob Mauriello, who pit crew lady is a 
real race-stopper! Mauriello got too 
much bite off the line and Sonny 
smoked him in the Finals. 

Neither the Fuel nor the Gas class 
turned up any surprises, as the 
experienced riders got off the line first 
and made it to the line with a minimum 
of smoke and sparks.

Phoenix Trans-AMA Qualifier

PHOENIX, ARIZ., April Fool's Day, 
1973 — Greg Robertson (CZ) led the 
first of three 20-minute 250 Pro motos 
from the start, then bobbled and Tom 
Rapp, Dave Longcor, plus a host of 
others got by. 

Ten laps later Greg was fourth 
behind Longcor and Honda-mounted 
John Dallaire, with Rapp (Bul) out of 
sight up ahead. 

The second 250 Pro mirrored the 
first, with Robertson breaking trail until 
Rapp bulled by, only this time Gaylon 
Mosier (Mai) bumped Dallaire and 
Longcor down a notch. That left Rapp 
with an easy final run for the overall, 
but Tom smelled moto money and 
throttled by the fast-starting Robertson 
for yet a third time, 

Longcor and Dallaire battled, but the 
Honda man aced the downhill on the 
now very lumpy track and hung on to 
the checkered, 

Laced in amongst this action were 
the crowd-attracting 500 Pro motos, 
Eleven hopeful Trans-AMA qualifiers 
charged. over the starting gate. 
Karsmakers' throttle worked better than 
in practice, and he snagged the lead with 
Rex Staten hot on his heels. John 
DeSoto (CZ) and Hart bombed by Rich 
Thorwaldson, but  Karsmakers and 
Staten were racing by themselves out in 
front. 


Moto Two 

The European machines seem to get 
the power to the ground better, but it is 
Pierre Karsmakers on the Yammie out 
front, with Rex Staten (Mai) again 
shadowing him and Rich Thorwaldson 
(Suz) again unable to stay with them. 
DeSoto got by Tim Hart midway, then 
gave it up at the end. Sherm Schneller 
was really blasting around the tacky 
track until the throttle stuck on his 400 
CZ 


By the final moto, the man-made 
drain between Lake Hamby and Jack 
Richard’s pond had gotten wide enough 
to float the sailboat (Have you ever 
motocrossed a few feet away from a real 
live sailboat, in the middle of the 
desert??) that was plying the 
knobby-made waves. 

Staten snatched the lead, led half the 
moto, then splashed water on his 
electrics and watched a fired-up Hart 
and Thorwaldson go by. One by one, 
the waterway took its toll until at the 
end, it was only Hart followed by 
teammate Karsmakers (Who had 
throttled back to protect Hart’s second 
overall) and Thorwaldson competing. 
John DeSoto had very nearly taken out 
a snow fence when his Bing’s slide stuck 
at the start, and never restarted. 

The final (second) moto of the 250 
Support class (for Arizona Experts) 
closed the day's activities. By this time 
the trio of water pumps that had kept 
the water level in the quarry bottom at 
crossable depths had quit, and not one 
rider remembered the old enduro 
method of Motoring Through the 
shallow water instead of Jumping Into 
It with huge splashes. 

Halfway through the twenty-minute 
moto there were no contestants in the 
250-Support class who had not drowned 
their engines. With the finish line u 
45 degree hill from the water crossing, 
helpful spectators were assisting riders 
with the pushing and restarting, and 
anybody that. can figure out the 
standings of the 250 Support deserves a 
Motocross Medal of Honor. Bob 
Wharton (Hus), Lee Noblitt (Suz), Brian 
Ross (CZ), Ron Cowles (Hon), and 
Steve Connor (Mai) were all candidates 
for the win.

Can the sporting-minded owner of a 
high revving aluminum engined 
motorcycle emanating from the mother 
country of a far eastern religion find 
peace, Nirvana, and a Higher State of 
Consciousness aboard a Harley 74? Can 
the rider of a Japanese middleweight 
learn to love a machine almost twice as 
heavy as his mount of two and one half 
years? Can someone who once scoffed 
at “two wheeled cement trucks” bear to 
be seen on an Electra Glide up on the 
Boulevard? 

It’s a long story, friend, and maybe 
we better start at the beginning. 

The first memory I have of a 
Harley-Davidson dresser was when I was 
a lad about knee-high to a grasshopper 
in sunny Southern California. My nose 
hard-pressed against the rear window of 


the family ‘54 Studebaker wagon, I 
remember the seemingly enormous 
motorcycle in the next lane as we left a 
traffic signal. My father kicked the old 
Stud’, and we pulled out in front of the 
full dress Hawg. Then with a 
rumble-rumble-rumble the metallic 
monster pulled even with my nose. The 
rider smirked at me once, gassed it into 
second, and left us far behind with an 
impressive “‘errch’’ from the rear tire. 

I never forgot it, and it impressed me 
as the essence of desirability until I 
learned many years later that 
Harley-Davidson 74’s were, not the hot 
set up for first bikes. 

Now I set aside my beloved Honda 
450 and enter into this nostalgic return 
to my days of innocent youth, when a 
motorcycle was a Harley. That’s what I 
wanted more than Christmas stockings

grenades. Never mind that in those days 
I could have almost fit inside one of the 
scoot boots Harley's wear, I wanted 
one! When I accepted this assignment 
and headed to Harley-Davidson of 
Fullerton to pick up the test bike, I was 
curious to see what the gathered 
experience of the intervening years had 
done to my perception of the 
self-proclaimed King of the Highways. 

When you first climb aboard a 74, 
the most impressive thing is also the 
most obvious thing: bigness. It has a big 
seat, a big headlight assembly, big 
floorboards, big gas capacity, big 
everything. It’s a big machine. 

Get off, remove the case hardened 
padlock (it comes with the bike) that 
serves as a fork lock and climb back on. 
Insert the- key, unlock the ignition

switch, withdraw the key, and rotate 
the selector to “ignition”. Pull out the 
choke just above the switch, take 
one-quarter throttle, and hit the starter 
button. The starter motor sounds as if it 
could turn over a Mack truck. Suddenly 
you’ve done it; the big twin rumbles to 
life, usually on the first or second try. 

You already know that it’s big; now 
you discover something else: it’s loud! 
You're sitting there idling, and this big 
mutha is making a whole lot of rumbles, 
and it's all seemingly coming right up 
your head. Silently slipping into first, 
(the only silent gear), and feeding out 
the excellent mechanically-assisted 
light-pull clutch, you discover that some 
of the noise is left behind, It may rattle 
the cage of the spinster next door, but it 
sure is mellow! It gets so that on the 
freeway you look forward to passing 
under bridges because it sounds so neat. 
The rambling exhaust note of a Harley 
is as distinctive as a Honda Four's 
exhaust was in 1969, only the Harley 
can be heard farther away. 

Once rolling under its own power, 
the Hawg aura of “bigness” is not as 
frightening, The weight is carried low, 
and confidence inspiring U-turns can be 
executed easily with greater low speed 
stability than anything this side of cars. 
Those fat tires put a lot of surface on 
the road, helping to keep the machine 
stable at ultra low speeds. 

Enough of parking lot 
experimentation, and out on the street 
leading to the freeway we go, the Hawg 
and me. Click into first, run it up to 
about 20 MPH, scrape the floorboards 
on the spiraling on ramp (Whoops! 
Better watch that next time!), clunk the 
super-long throw into second, Turn the 
chug-chug into a roar as you wind,to 40, 
hit third to 60, plunk into fourth and 
you're at 65, easy, In time, you learn to 
shift every 10 MPH, getting into fourth 
at 40 or 50, and let the V-twin pull 
from there. 

There you are, cruising along the 
Santa Ana Freeway at an even 65. 
concentrating on the Electra Glide. 
Hmm, where are those notorious Harley 
vibrations? Let's see, none in the 
handlebars (lift right hand to look for 
grip shaking)..GOOD GRIEF! . It 
doesn't shut down! Look Ma, no hands 
and accelerating anyway! Hand cramps 
from stiff carb return springs won't be a 
problem here, and the emergency cutoff 
switch at thumb's reach should do the 
job in case of emergency. 

Back to vibro hunting. Seat, none. 
Left floorboard, none. Right 
floorboard, AHA! Vibros! At first, it 
kept vibing my foot off the floorboard. 
A little experimentation revealed that 
supporting leg weight on my boot heel 
makes the vibro effect unnoticeable. 
After the engine loosened up some, the 
problem diminished. 


Note floorboards. 











Vibration is a funny thing in the 
Electra Glide. You know it’s there, but 
you can’t feel it where you should be 
able to. The mirrors shake a little, but 
you can’t feel the vibration through the 
hand grip. My eye glasses bounced up 
and down in my Star a little when 
idling, but I couldn’t feel the vibration 
in the seat. The left floorboard had no 
serious vibration, while the right did. If 
you run the Electra Glide at a steady 
65, the ride is quite comfortable, with 
notenough vibration to jar you out of 
enjoying the scenery, Slow down to 40 
in fourth, then turn it on, and each chug 
will jar the bike until you're cruising 
again. Cruising, the Electra Glide 
transmitted as much vibration as my 
Honda 450, up to 70 MPH. It is a 
different kind of vibration, lower in 
frequency on the Harley. Above 70, the 
Hawg loses some of its calm, and by 85 
it has gone hysterical. Moving feet from 
floorboards to passenger pegs restores 
the comfortable ride, and it is possible 
to run at 80 MPH with style and grace 
on the highway, for limited distances. 
However, the magic of the Hawg comes 
with a cruising speed of 65. 

Suddenly you realize what an Electra 
Glide is all about. It just dawns on you. 
You’re riding on an infamous California 
freeway with genuine General Electric 
rain grooves. The same stretch on a 
smaller bike usually produces a 
disconcerting twitchy, squirrely feeling. 
The Hawg is unaffected. The rain 
grooves combine with a mile of 
“rocking horse” unevenness in the 
concrete. Instead of the expected 
kidney jarring, you just “Glide” along. 
A crosswind comes up. Big deal. Your 
buddies on 750’s of various makes are 
riding heeled over like sailboats, but the 
EG just cruises as usual. Stop to pick up 
a friend. It makes no difference. The 
Hawg cruises the same speed at the same 
throttle opening, accelerates the same, 
Go up a giant hill. The Electra Glide just 
chugs right up with only the tiniest bit 
of additional gas needed. 

Get blown off the road by a hell-bent 
Kawasaki 903. Your reaction? Yawn, 
ho-hum, You are in a totally different 
world, a separate dimension, You're not 
just riding a motorcycle, you're 
experiencing an Electra Hawg. It's not 
just a machine, it's a feeling, a 
philosophy, a way of life, and it is 
highly contagious. Before you know it, 
nothing affects you, just like nothing 
affects the 74 let loose in a straight line 
on the highway. You don't realize how 
different it is until you chug right past 
your off ramp, not wanting to upset the 
feeling. 

When you stop, you get the biggest 
surprise of all. One traditionally does 
not think that big fat Harley-Davidsons 
stop very well, The sales brochure 
actually speaks with a straight tongue 
when it proclaims “almost effortless” 
10-inch hydraulic disc braking front and 
rear. The feel of the discs is one of the 
best I’ve encountered. With the big tires, 
a lot of braking force can be generated 
in a hurry. The stopping capability is 
exceptionally good — for about 1000 
pounds of motorcycle, riders, and 
luggage. The required lever and pedal 
pressure is relatively light. 

On surface streets the suspension 
proves as good as it is on the freeway. 
There is one really lousy set of railroad 
tracks near my home that gets my 450 
upset every time I take it at over 40 
MPH. To test out the Rolling Couch, I 
approached at 45. The bike just rolled 
up and over the track “hump”, the 
sprung seat went up and down a few 
times, some stuff in the saddlebags 
rattled, and that was it. It takes bumps 
with grace, as one bike bunny put it. Of 
course, the price of this comfort is a loss 
in high speed handling, but few people 
buy a 74 for high speed handling 
characteristics. On the interstate, no one 
will ever know. 

Taking the Hawg up on the 
Boulevard on a Saturday night is a real 
trip. The insecure cruisers in honcho 
cars supposedly are looking for chicks, 
but few pickups are ever made. It's 
really a mobile two way zoo — boys 
stare at girls, girls stare at boys. Ride the 
light show that is the Electra Glide up 
and down the Boulevard, and everybody 
stares at you. The lighting is very good, 
including speedometer lighting. 

Of course, the Hawg attracts 
attention off the Boulevard, too. Ride it 
past a Honda shop — everybody stares. 
Ride it past a Triumph shop — 
everybody stares. Motor on past a BMW 
store — same thing. The Electra Glide 
stands alone, and nothing else in the 
form of a mass produced motorcycle 
can come close to it in attracting 
attention. When it was parked in the lot 
of a picnic area in the mountains, 
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Look here. If Marion can dig it, who's to argue? 


It’s bigger, heavier; and completely different than any other two-wheeler. 
Harley sells every one they make. 


people gathered to ask how much it 
cost, what it weighed, and to comment 
on what a “nice” motorcycle it was. 
Whenever I stopped along a highway to 
take pictures, riders stopped to see if 
everything was OK. It is interesting to 
note that every single person who 
stopped rode a Honda. Perhaps it was 
because they rarely saw a Harley 
sidelined, or maybe it was because Mr. 
Honda's original sales slogan was 
accurate. One guy was riding a Honda 
350, and had a 750, a 500, and a 450 at 
home. He had just sold a 305 to the 
couple with him, who described him as 
a "motorcycle collector". At any rate, 
the Hawg got a lot of attention. 

The control layout was decent. In 
the past, Harley discovered that 
occasional riders would flick on their 
turn signals, make a turn, and then ride 
off into the sunset with the turn 
indicator still flashing away. In order to 
eliminate the problem, each control 
module on the handlebars has a button 
to activate the turn indicators for that 
side. They only operate while the 
button is depressed, making it difficult 
to forget they are on. The buttons are 
easily reached with the thumb and 
operated while you continue to brake, 
downshift, etc. It sounds strange, but 
after a little practice they work very 
well. 

The giant fenders do exactly what 
they are supposed to do — fend, Puddle 
protection is complete. If a rigid frame 
is an example of ultimate subjugation of 
function to form when used on a 
chopper, then Electra Glide fenders are 
examples of ultimate subjugation of 
form to function, with a little bizarrity 
thrown in (the bumpers front and rear). 

The Electra Glide was built to haul 
two people and everything they could 
possibly want to take along at legal 
speeds with no hassle. It does that very 
well. The miles actually seem to pass 
more quickly when you're on a 74. 
Nothing phases it, and nothing really 
happens very fast aboard it. Just nice 
and easy all day long at 65 MPH with a 
full load. 

It won't turn low twelves in the 
quarter, it won't cruise at 90 MPH, it 
won't swoop through mountain hairpins 
with the elan of a Norton. It won't 
appeal to the usual motorcycle 
publication racer/road tester. The 
people who buy Harleys don’t care. 
The Electra Glide was never meant to 
do those things. Some riders cannot 
even imagine riding a Hawg. The people 
who know and love them would sell 


their mother for one. 

It is a whole different world. A 
Harley-Davidson customer does not just 
buy a motorcycle, but an entire 
company. It shows in the safety 
education booklet that comes with the 
owner's manual. It shows in the dealer 
preparation given the machine before 
sale. It is reflected in the owner's 
loyalty. It takes an awful lot of money 
to buy all that, but there are people 
who think it is all worth it. Because of 
them, Harley-Davidson sells every 
Electra Glide it makes, and probably 
always will. I may never have the

is the Electra Glide, but it was a nice 
place to visit for awhile. 

I turned the Hawg back to 
Harley-Davidson of Fullerton, and 
returned to my Honda 450. I swung.a 
leg over my mount and recoiled in 
amazement. It just can’t be! It wasn’t 
that small before. It couldn’t have been. 
It wasn’t that top heavy...What’s going 
on?!? It must have had more torque 
before! RATS! 

Curse you, Harley-Davidson. 
shrank my motorcycle!

A successful motocrosser is tricky 
to build, but with the proper numbers 
and the obvious care that the Elsinore 
has gotten, it’s no miracle that Honda’s 
motocrosser is a success. But trials bikes 
are even more specialized than 
motorcrossers. One.does not wander out 
to the shop with some tubing and an 
engine and build a trials bike. 

Obviously enough, Honda didn’t just 
wander out to the shop, but surprisingly 
enough they didn’t plug a bunch of 
numbers into a computer either. 
Honda’s new trials bike gives one the 
distinct impression that a group of test

it is, a trials bike. Visually, everything 
on the bike is different, except for the 
engine.  Fuctionally, everything is 
different, including the engine. 

The first similarity to look for, 
beyond the engine, is the frame. Surely 
they must use basically the same SL-125 
frame? Nope. They have taken what 
appears to be a minature CB 450 frame 
and an S-90 pressed steel backbone and 
added them together. After stirring 
carefully they came up with a light 
frame that is also very narrow. The 
swingarm is different too, and sports: 
proper snail cam chain adjusters. The 
shocks are long and thin, give a great 
amount of travel, and work well enough 
to go unnoticed in function. The front 
forks have exceedingly long travel, 
milled sliders, but otherwise resemble 
SL-125 items. 

Sitting in among all the tubes and 
stuff is what appears to be an SL-125 
engine. If you are familiar with the 
SL-125 engine, the two characteristics 
you might remember are that it never 
broke, and that it never went too fast. 
Both of these characteristics carry on to 
the TL-125. The engine works 
excellently but for a basic lack of poop. 
Throttle response is excellent, in 
mini-thumper tradition. It is very 
tractable and does not tend to bog 
down. Maintaining traction is a simple 
matter of backing off a little if the tire 
starts to slip. Like most Hondas, the 
125 is cold blooded, and starting can 
sometimes be a problem, unless the 
right footpeg is folded back and clipped 
up in early Greeves tradition, 

The engine is very, very quiet! One 
of the most entertaining things about 
the TL-125 is its silence. If it had any 
appreciable mechanical noise, the 
exhaust note would be inaudible. It’s 
possible to go riding with people on 
horses, and the horses seem to think it 
belongs. It’s the kind of motorcycle 
which makes one proud to ride around 
on it, rather than embarrassed. 

In most aspects it is a simply 
magnificent motor, but a time comes 
when all that tractibility and reliability 
will not get the front wheel up far 
enough to clear that log. The penalty

the trials rider will pay is dab-saving 
power. On the TL-125 you plan ahead 
or occassionally find yourself moving 
too slowly and without the ability to 
pick up speed. When approaching a log, 
there are two options; Either anticipate 
and yank good and hard on the bars, 
hoping to get it going well enough to 
avoid setting the bash plate down on the 
log, or you can just ram the front wheel 
into the log and let the forks bounce the 
front wheel over without bouncing the 
bike back. Supposedly that’s even an

acceptable technique. It works and 
generally proves to be a more reliable 
method than lofting the front end. 
Transmission ratios make good use of 
the available power. First, second and 
third are very close together, and for 
almost all sections second proves to be 
an acceptable gear. Lofting is easiest in 
second, though on very steep hills first 
will sometimes be required. Fourth is a 
big jump away from third and is 
obviously designed for motoring from 
section to section. Since the five speed 





assembly was already in the 125, Honda 
included fifth gear. Fifth is so close to 
fourth that the change is hardly 
noticeable. 

Shifting is conveniently cobby. It 
takes a fair prod to make the TL 125 
shift, but it will never get accidentally 
nudged out of gear in one of those tense 
moments. It’s just the set-up for trials, 
but if you try to go trail riding with 
Honda Trials you’re going to get a very 
sore foot. 

The brakes work quite well. They are

not awe inspiringly powerful, but feel is 
superb. Part of the credit for the really 
sensitive rear stopper should go to the 
pedal, which is positioned so that the 
ball of the foot falls naturally upon it. 
The front brake holds the bike easily on 
a hill for starting, yet is not grabby. On 
very steep sections gravity takes over, 
but this is generally where gravity is well 
on its way to overcoming traction. 

The handling of the bike hinged 
around the comfort of riding it. It is an

Background 


Every motorcyclist in this country 
who is the least bit concerned for 
motorcycling’s future is already well 
aware of MORE’s accomplishments in 
California during these past four years. 
Even though continually faced with 
deficit financing, MORE has repeatedly 
scored nearly perfect battling averages. 
MORE has developed the reputation of 
fulfilling every promise made, and no 
one has ever had occasion to question 
its integrity. MORE of America is 
destined to become the champion of 
motorcyclists everywhere under the 


new, expanded nationwide programm. 


Genesis 

In what can only be described as the 
most ambitious motorcycle undertaking 
of all times, five persons have banded 
together, sharing their combined talents 
and past experiences, to develop this 
impressive collection of 
motorcyclist-oriented services.

In to MORE National, Russ Sanford 
will serve as President, having basic 
responsibilities for a nationwide public 
relations program. Past history, and the 
previous successes of MORE in 
California, speak well for Russ’ 
qualifications as a spokesman for the 
world of motorcycling. 

The spark-plug of MORE National is 
a long-time motorcyclist of heretofore 
little publicity: Art Coleman. We feel 
quite safe in making this statement 
because there is absolutely no doubt in 
anyone’s mind that Art Coleman will be 
the most talked-about man in 
motorcycling circles for many years to 
come. Art will serve as Vice President 
and Executive Director. 

Serving in the capacity of Vice 
President and National Coordinator, is 
another motorcyclist of long standing: 
Chet Winter, who until recently, held 
the post of National Director of 
Legislation for the AMA. The fourth 
member of the team is Irv Hunt, 
well-known administrator and educator, 
Irv brings with him many years of 
expertise in the fields of administration, 
accounting, and budgeting. His services 
to MORE of America, will be. as Vice 
President and Treasurer, ensuring the 
success and integrity of all internal 
business affairs. 

Rounding out the five-man Board of 
Directors is Bob Craig, a retired 
insurance executive and member of a 
prominent motorcycling family. Bob 


will serve as Vice President and 
Secretary, having primary 
responsibilities for the full-coverage 


member services program. It is through 


Bob's former association with the 
insurance industry, that MORE of 
America is able to offer the most 


comprehensive insurance program ever 
made available to any group, anywhere.

immensely comfortable bike to stand up 
on for long periods of time. Even for 
tall people it’s comfortable, It has a very 
narrow profile. There is nothing that 
protrudes, waiting to grab a knee, and 
the handlebar position allows just the 
right amount of weight on the wrists. 
The tank is fantastic. Everyone wanted 





to do a six-finger and put it on their 
motocross bike. It. holds 1.5 gallons and 
is absurdly narrow. It's possible to move 
all over the bike to distribute weight as 
desired, and, while you're doing this, 
you keep wondering when your knees 
are going to touch together. 

The really superb comfort 
compensates to a great extent for 
handling that falls just a little short. The 
Honda steers quickly (even for a trials

bike) and requires getting used to. The 
major bugaboo to overcome is a 
tendency to. over turn, ..u2ic reactions 
bring the front wheel to lock and the 
results are predictable. If you keep your 
cool and react smoothly and slowly, the 
Honda will steer just where you want it 
to. That’s a nice idea, but it just isn’t 
always going to happen. 

Because of the overhead-cam engine 
and the necessary 10. inches of ground 
clearance, weight resides pretty High on 
the Honda. The high center never really 
seemed to cause any twitchiness, but 
hindered stability a little. Again, the 
Honda required becoming accustomed 
to. On the other hand, the points reside 
up with the camshaft and the Honda 
proves to be very waterproof. Lots of 
attempts at the water hazards at Indian 
Dunes (during high tide season) never 
bogged the TL-125 a bit. 

The Honda does not handle quite as 
well as a Sparnish trials bike, but can 
work quite acceptably. Some of the 
Spanish bikes will allow one to make 
brash attempts at unknown obstacles 
and then will compensate for the rider’s 
mistakes. On the Honda one seldom 
'lucks' through a section, but by about 
the second or third try it's easy to figure 
out what is necessary, and the bike will 
be capable of doing just what you want 
it to. Give it the right commands, and it 
will perform the proper tasks for you. 

Some of the bonuses you get with 
the TL-125 are genuinely unbreakable 
plastic fenders, the new Honda grips, 
which are quite adequate, a kill switch, 
good handlebars, a seat that can be sat 
upon, good metal footpegs, Daido alloy 
rims, a bash plate, a chain guide, and a 
sticker that tells you to ‘Preserve 
Nature.’ There aren’t any obvious items 
which are in need of replacement. Like 
the Elsinore, the TL-125 is one heck of 
a package for an out-of-the-box scooter. 

The TL-125 would appear to be 
aimed the beginning trailster. For that 
purpose it should be an incredible 
success. At $650 it is $100 under it 
nearest competitor and will require few 
additional bucks to make it trials 
worthy. It will probably keep on trailing 
*til doomsday without any mechanical 
complaint, and won't crumble under the 
hands of a Novice trialer. 

The TL-125 is more pure fun than 
anything we've ridden lately. Knocking 
around, over logs, wheelies standing on 
the seat, riding in ditches, and almost 
any other kind of foolishness you like, 
fit right into the bill for the Honda 
Trials. Take it out to the motocross 
park and it. will attract more attention 
than a prototype GP mount. It allows 
you to be an obnoxious parking lot 
squid, while going three MPH and 
making almost no noise. Then, if you 
really want to go to a trials, you can. 

Just don your Sammy Miller cap, get 
up on the pegs, and go phutt, phutt, 
phutting off.

again. After lap five, the Penton was not 
in sight. Smith had his Monark on the 
gas ahead of Danny Turner on his 
just-as-fast Monark.

to the end. A lot of people thought he 
was in first. As it turned out, Tripes 
finished 15th. 

Tom Rapp (Bul) was chasing Tripes 
all the way.

Our Only Hope for a World Champion? 


MARTY TRIPES

It seems that no one had ever heard 
of Marty Tripes until his overall win at 


the Los Angeles Coliseum during the | 


Inter-AMA Series last year. He had just 
become sixteen years old and it was his 
second AMA Professional race. Marty 
beat the best American motocross riders 
plus Hakan Andersson, Torlief Hansen, 
Torsten Hallman and Arne Kring among 
the Europeans. From the time after that 
race until the 1973 Florida Winter-AMA 
Series Marty failed to do impressively in 
any other races. The people who had 
called the Yamaha factory rider a boy 
wonder and said he was among 
America's best chances for a future 
World Champion soon changed their 
opinion of him and began calling his 
Super Bowl win a fluke. 

We sat on the motel balcony 
overlooking the blue Atlantic Ocean in 
front of Daytona Beach. It was Sunday 
morning and in an few hours the 
Daytona 200 Mile National road race 
would begin. Marty's race had ended the 
day before when he had done an endo 
during the Daytona National Motocross 
and had to be taken to the hospital for 
x-rays. It was a rare mistake for the level 
headed and usually consistent 
youngster. Luckily the x-rays had 
shown he was nothing worse off than 
bruised. Pierre Karsmaker won the 
Daytona Motocross as well as four other 
of the races in the Florida series. The 
other two races in the series, Orlando 
and St. Petersburs, were won by Marty. 
At both races it had rained and 
Karsmaker's Yamaha quit on him, but 
still Marty beat the best American 
riders, among them Brad'Lackey, Jim 
Weinert and Bob Grossi. The bike he did 
it with was basically a stock CZ that was 
significantly heavier and less powerful 
than what the other teams were using. 

I had been wanting to do an 
interview with Marty for a long while 
because as famous as he had become, 
there seemed to be very little anyone 
knew about him. When I had 
approached him at the track on 
Saturday about doing an interview for 
Cycle News he had just returned from 
the hospital. His father George Tripes, 
who works for HRL Lubricants, was 
with him and before Marty could 
answer me his father was saying, “Yes, 
when do you want him," in a way that 
sounded like a command. 

At first I was taken back a little by 
this but then I remembered the things I 
had heard about George Tripes being a 
domineering father and a strong 
influence over Marty’s career. Word had 
it that it was George Tripes who had 
pulled Marty off the . Yamaha: factory 
motocross team when Yamaha had 
switched Marty from the 500 
International Class and put him in the 
250 Support class during the Trans-AMA 
Series. He didn't want his son to be 
racing as second string on a factory 
team no matter what the reason. The 
fact that Marty looks like he's twenty 
years old, is 5 feet 11 inches tall and 
weighs 200 pounds makes it nearly 
impossible to comprehend that he is still 
a sixteen year old teenager and needs a 
strong parent to guide his career. 

Marty’s involvement in motorcycles 
began much like a lot of other kids’. 
When he was eleven years old he had a 
small Honda which he rode off the road. 
It was a year or so later before he began 
racing. Yamaha wasn’t the first factory 
to become interested in young Marty; it 
was Stan Churney of Western Jawa-CZ 
who gave Marty his first support when 
he was only fourteen. Stan was 
responsible for helping other upcoming 
riders like Brad Lackey and John 
DeSoto. Stan sent Marty over to 
Czechoslovakia to attend the CZ factor 
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motocross school a year before Lackey 
and DeSoto. It was there in 
Czechoslovakia that Marty really 
learned to ride. 

“The Czechoslovakian trainer taught 
me how to stand up and go through the 
turns. When I came back to the states I 
tried it over here and just kept working 
on it. It is a lot easier to ride standing 
up. Easier through the corners and you 
don’t get as tired as fast. When you're 
sitting down and hit a bump your legs 
are unable to act as shock absorbers and 
absorb the bump; you just hit your 
butt. It just jars you too much. 

A lot of American riders are used to 
sitting down. I feel better standing up 
because it is easier. Being heavy is a 
disadvantage for me because it's harder 
getting up and down on the seat. It 
takes a lot out of me so that's why I 
stand." 

Marty continued to ride for CZ until 
the spring of 1972 when he signed with 
Yamaha. His Coliseum win last July was 
the big race that put him in the 

| spotlight but most of the other races he 
rode during the Inter-AMA Series were 
unimpressive. When the Inter-AMA 


| ended and the Trans-AMA Series began 

| Marty still didn't do well. 

| "It was part of both the bike and me. 

i The bike broke so much it just went to 
my mind. It wasn’t that I stopped trying 
but I knew in my mind that if I rode 
hard the bike would probably break.” 


Marty did do better on a 250 
Yamaha during the Inter-AMA. Series 
than on a 360 during the Trans-AMA so 
I asked him how he felt about the two 
different displacement classes in general. 

“A 250 I like a lot more. A 400 (the 
CZ he now rides) is not really all that 
much. You just go through a corner 
then when you get to a long 
straightaway you use the power. When I 
ride I don't need all that power. A 250 
bike you can use more to its full 
ability." 

Marty's prototype 250 Yamaha- had 
always been light and fast. Since he is 
now riding for CZ. I wondered how a 
200 pound rider like Marty who readily 
admitted he was twenty pounds 
overweight would do on a 250 CZ in the 
Inter-AMA this year. The basically stock 
400 CZ which he rode in the Florida 
series wouldn't be much heavier than a 
250 CZ. The 400 had weighed in at 265 

| pounds with a full tank of gas at Ft. 
Pierce, over 40 heavier than any of the 
other factory machines. 

"I don't know. They have promised 
new bikes that will be lighter and faster. 
As it is right now though I don't know 

| if TU be riding CZ much longer." 

After Marty said that I had to get his 
version of why he was riding CZ in the 
first place. It had been rumored he was 
going to ride for Honda in the remaining 
few races of the. Trans-AMA after he 
quit Yamaha. 

"I was for some of the Trans-AMA 
but I had ridden a CZ the week before I 
quit Yamaha and I had given my word 
to CZ that I would ride their bike for 
one more race. Honda wanted me to 
ride. their bike.at the same time but I 
told them I had already given my word, 
so I rode CZ that week as promised and 
lost the Honda ride for then» I’m still 
hoping to get with them. 

I'm supposed to sign a contract 
with CZ but I don’t think they really 
want a USA Number One rider. They 
don’t feel for the team; they’re not for 
the riders; they're just for the publicity. 
They're not out to help the riders. In 
other words you never know what's 
going on with them. They don’t contact 
you; they just meet you at the race. It’s 
really hard to get along with them. 
American Jawa on the west coast at 


least tries to help the riders, but on the 
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Martv proved to be master of the mud where at the Orlando and St. Petersburg Florida Winter- 


AMA races he took the overall win.

you consider that Lackey, Weinert, 





' Blackwell and Jones were able to beat 


Pierre back during the Trans-AMA. 
Reporting on the Florida series for 
Cycle News I saw that none of the top 
riders were taking the series really 
seriously. It seemed like one real long 
seven week party. Pierre was the only 
factory rider who didn’t have a drink in 
his hand after a race. He actually 
seemed to have gotten better since the 
Trans-AMA, while our riders have 
gotten slower. Maybe for an American 
rider being on a factory team means 
they have made the top and can take 
things easy. 

"I think that Lackey has slowed 
down.. Back during the Trans-AMA he 
could beat Karsmaker every race. I 
think what it is that Karsmaker’s a 
European rider and has everyone 
psyched out because he is European. In 
the Florida series where the tracks are 
all sand, well, he has beaten Robert and 
DeCoster on Sandy tracks. He is 
supposed to be the best sand rider the 
Europeans have. It’s just gone to 
everyone's mind." 

But then don't you think that proper 
training and being in shape is a factor? 

“That’s the problem right there; it's 
training. Partying is OK if it's three or 
four days before a race but it can't be 
all the time. People say that Lackey 
parties all the time but he's probably 
more serious about his racing than 
anyone else.. Weinert has started 
working out two or three times a week. 
I couldn't tell you about Lackey 
though." 

Both Weinert and Marty ‘had raced 
under Don Jones when they were with 
Yamaha. Don was known for being a 
strict coach and made his sons, along 
with Jim Weinert and Marty Tripes, 
work out and practice daily. Don’s 
coaching reflected itself in the team and 
his son Gary went on to win the 
Inter-AMA Series and the 250 National 
Motocross Championship. The entire 
team looked good, but then some of 
them revolted against Don’s strict 
training and Yamaha’s competition 
director Pete Schick backed up the 
riders. From that point on the team 
went downhill and Yamaha’s poor 
showing in the Trans-AMA was the 
partial result. Are you and Weinert now 
finding out that Don Jones had the right 
idea? 

“Yes. Everyone is now beginning to 
find out that it's not like it was a year 
or so ago. They're not out racing fox 
games but it's all serious. It's their job 
and that's how they're making their 
living. People are now starting to train 
and do their best to beat the Europeans. 
I didn't use to train but I started about 
a week and a half ago. Running and 
working out and riding. It takes a lot of 
time but it should be worth it in the 
end." 

So ended our interview on the 
balcony of a plush motel on' Daytona 
Beach. Below us at the swimming pool 
were a number of pretty girls sunning 
themselves on the deck. We watched 
them for a few minutes before we went 
inside where it was cooler. I left to go 
out to Daytona International Speedway 
for the running of the 200 miler while 
Marty prepared to leave for Texas. 
Marty's plans were to run the first big 
race of the upcoming Texas series, then 
go on to his home in California. There 
he would train and get himself in shape, 
trying to lose that twenty pounds of 
baby fat. He would probably race in the 
Hang Town Grand. Prix, then return to 
the final event of the Texas series. From 
there it would be the 
International-AMA again. Sixteen year 
old Marty Tripes has a big future before 
him and if he can take it seriously, in 
four years he will be a World Champion.

SAN JOSE, CAL., Apr. 8, 1973 — In 
late February at a  non-sactioned 
marathon, Ken Roberts hurt himself 
racing a 500 Yamaha with A and A 
motors owner Ray Abrahms. The worst 
hurt came the next week when Ken 
couldn't handle Daytona. 

All is now well with the Yamaha 
factory rider and after a third in last 
week’s road race National at Dallas, the 
current point leader in the National 
scene put on a terrific display of riding 
and convincingly won the main event on 
the very fast San Jose half-mile. 

This race will be the prelude to the 
upcoming National in May and if he can 
perform as well then, the likeable 
young speedster will be a shoo-in for 
that race, 

Jim Rice won the first heat in 
convincing fashion that is so typical of 
this BSA rider. Jim will switch to a 
Harley-Davidson for the National. Of 
the four heats, the first was the easiest 
with Tom Horton beating out Ron 
Powell for second. 

In the second heat, Gary Scott and 
Don Castro repeated their Race of 
Champions duel. Scott was the winner 
over the new Yamaha Team rider. 

Chuck Palmgren brought the All 
American Racers Yamaha in for the 
third heat win over Mert Lawwill and 
Terry Dorsch, while Roberts had little 
trouble winning the fourth over Tom 
Rockwood and Eddie Wirth. 

In the Expert Main, it was Roberts 
all the way with Scott keeping within 
distance only through the first turn. 
Roberts turned fast, consistent times all 
through the 15 laps and was a three 
second winner with Scott and Castro 
once again performing their duel. At 
different points Scott would pull away 
or Castro drop back, but about every 
three laps the distance would close and 
bring the fans to their feet. Castro, a 
local favorite had pulled a good shot on 
Scott in the heat but got nipped at the 
finish line. The fans were a little 
unhappy, but the racing was the greatest 
and they were willing to ,wait for the 
main and that battle. 

In the Junior class John Gennai and 
Rick Hocking did their usual and raced 
head to head, Gennai took a slight lead 
with a win here today with Hocking, 
taking second. 

While Gennai was never headed in 
the 10 lap Main, Hocking gave it his all 
on the last lap by pushing his 
Schwerma/Yamaha super deep in th 
final turn only to come out sidewise an 
lose ground.

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ISDT Qualifier in Missiouri 


POTOSI, MO., Apr. 7-8, 1973 — The 
two day ISDT Qualifier at Potosi 
presented riders with a well planned and 
marked route, but scoring problems cast 
the gloom of general confusion over the 
event. Results were not available at this 
writing. 

It’s reported that the Penton Team 
turned in a good performance, as did 
the Triumph Team on 500 twins. 
Though beset by serious financial 
problems, Triumph managed to field 
two complete teams; the trick 
four-strokers utilized much of Ken 
Heanes' experience with 
Cheney-Triumphs, and Don Rickman 
was on hand to observe the team of 
Rickman-Zundapp 125s. 

Intermittent rain on Saturday caused 
no real problems on the 180-mile route 
and, though Sunday was dry, scoring 
confusion held up most riders at one 
check for nearly an hour. About a 
dozen riders had gone through the 
check before a scheduling error was 
discovered, 

Scoring and scrutineering were 
generally haphazard, and the sound 
test was conducted with a C scale 
meter. The red paint used for marking 
parts could be easily counterfeited.
